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Dikaka language 


Dikaka or Cham, is one of the Savanna languages of Eastern 
Nigeria. It is also known as Dijim-Bwilim, after its two dialects, 
Dijim and Bwilim. A tonal language, it has a whistled register. 

Dialects 


The two dialects are Dijim and Bwilim J 3 ' 

■ Dijim [dijim], spoken in and around Kindiyo (currently 
Cham town) 

■ Bwilim [bwilim], spoken in and around Mona (Mwona, 
Mwana) 

Another related dialect is spoken by former speakers of the Jalaa 
language in and around Loojaa settlement. 
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
